In view of the necessity of finding 
& solution to the problem of the Allied 
debts, the appended letter fron a 
prominent Canadian financier has 
special value. Bernard Baruch in a 
letter to Senator Borah dissected the 
Balfour note, and made important, 
constructive suggestions, which Mr. 
Macaulay would further develop, 


“Dear Mr. Baruch; Canadians have 
noted with satisfaction the broadmind- 
ed views expressed in your widely | 
published letter. We in the Domin- 
fon have no direct interest in the Al- 
lied debts. We are united by strong 
friendship, both to the Mother Coun- 
try and to our neighborbrother, and 
can, we think, view the matter myer | 
tially. May I briefly discuss the case? | 

You frankly agree that such por- 
tions of the Allied loans as were ex- 
pended for munitions and other fight- 
ing purposes, were used for the bene: } 
fit of all, and that the debts may fair- 
ly be reduced to this extent. 


When your country declared war 
you took your place beside the Allies 
to prosecute the struggle as a joint 
enterprise. You required over a year 
for preparation, and during that time 
the Allies gave to the cause one mil- 
lion lives, besides billions of their 
own money. You could not help with 
men, but you did help financially. The 
claim now that you were only lending 
while they were giving sc contrary to 
all ideas of co-operation and justice, | 
that it will not stand even a me 


investigation. Were your dollars 
worth more than their lives? 

During the whole war in actually 
killed, France lost 2,100,000; Britain, 
1,500,000; Italy, 1,000,000; the United 
States, 50,000; Canada, 52,000. In 
lives their was no equality of sacri- 
fice; must there also be no equality in 
finance? 

I need not dwell further on these 
points, for you admit that money bor- 
rowed for military purposes should be 
deducted from the socalled debts. 
Coming from the head of the Govern- 
ment Commission which made the ad- 
vances, this declaration should carry | 
great weight with the American peo- | 
ple. Its general acceptance would 
be a first_step towards a fair solution. 

You hold, however, that money ap- 
plied to purposes not strictly military 


should be repaid. You also hold that 
the United States has counterclaims. 


Among non-military items you list 


food for Britain’s civilian population. | home. 


This food, purchased at _ inflated 
prices, was sold much below cost, and 
the proceeds were at once applied to 
strictly military purposes. Was it 
not all therefore a war expenditure? 

You also suggest that Britain should 
have transported American troops | 
without charge. Why? The ves-! 
sels were private property, and their 
owners had to be reimbursed. Why | 
should Britain pay for their use while 
they were transporting ai aa 


troops? American railways were 
likely under Government control. | 
Should they have carried without | 


charge the munitions purchased by 
the Allies? Byitain, of course gladly 
furnished the naval squadrons that | 
convoyed the transports. 

You make out a better case on an- 
other point. Any amount pald to J. 
P. Morgan & Co. to cover an over- 
draft of the British Government on 
April 6th, 1917, is in a different cate- 
gory, as it represents expenditures , 
before the United States became one 
of the associates. 

But there is another point. Your 
advances were limited to covering 
purchases in the United States, which 
incidentally benefitted your own peo- 
ple, practically the only exception be- 
ing for Russia. No other nation im- 
posed such a restriction. Was this 
quite in harmony with full co-opera- 
tion, and with the wealth and dignity 
of your country? If a broader view 
might wisely have been taken, and the 
restriction had not been imposed, Bri- | 
tain would not have had to continue 
to finance the domestic requirements 
of her Allies, and would today owe 
your Government nothing, for she 
would have paid for her own Amert- 
can purchases in cash. It then be- 
comes of no importance for what pur- 
pose the monéy was used, and even 
the Morgan overdraft drops out of 
bight, 

There is still another point, These 
monies did not leave the United! 
States. They were expended in pur-; 
chases there at war-time prices, An, 
American writer estimates that apart ' 
from the wealth which this brought to. 
individuals, the United States Govern- 
ment itself received back in excess 
profits and other taxes over $2,000,000,- 
000, reducing the actual advance by | 
that amount. Should this be ignor-! 
ed? 

I heartily agree that if there is to be 
any just sett ‘ent all, points must be 
carefM™lly con tered, and among these 
points | | fnelude the question, 
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whether if these debts were collected 
the United States would have borne a | 
reasonable share of the burdens, partt- 
cularly for the firs. year, and also the 
effect of the limitation of your ad- 
vances. My own impression is that 
the maximum amount, if any, which 
an impartial Commission would award 


ban overdraft of $400,000,000, 

Mr. Hoover says that the Allies can 
pay these sums. This has no bearing 
on the question whether the money is 
really owing. That a man can pay a 
claim does not prove that the claim 
is just. 

The war record of the United States 
from the time of her entry was a) 
worthy one. Though she could not 
at once supply men, she did at once 
take aa effective part financially, and 
when her armies did arrive they won 
the admiration of the world. Those 
who now say that your advances were 
mere ‘loans would pluck from the 
brow of your country her crown of 
glory, by reducing her from a splendid 
participant, during even the first year, 
to a mere money lender, making 
claims, the justice of which the rest 
of the world does not admit. 

I know and admire the American 
people. I am sure that when they 
understand the facte they will insist 
that their financial war record shall 
be made worthy of their glorious mili- 
tary record.”—T. B. Macaulay, Prest- 
dent, Sun Life Assurance Co. of Can- 
ada, Montreal. 


A Book Of Canadian Interest 


irish and Canadian Poems, By Michael 
A. Hargadon 

The works of Canadian authors are 
becoming more and more recognized, 
not only in Canada, but in other coun- 
tries. During this book season it is 
of interest to quote from a review of 
“Irish and Canadian Poems,” by 
Michael A. Hargadon, with introduc- 
tion by George H. Ham. The review 
signed by “P. B. D. B.,” appeared in 
a recent issue of “United India and In- 
dian Empire,” one of the leading In- 
dian journals. Of the book it says: 

“This anthology is an elegant trib- 
ate paid by an Irishman to the gran- 
deur and natural beauty of his mother- 


jand, and also is a splendid compli- 
ment to the glorious scenery of the 


Land of the Maple Leaf, his adopted 
The poems in the book deal 
with the diversity of subjects and cov- 
er a very vast field. Whatever theme 
is taken up, whether It is the descrip- 
tion of a scene or the expression of a 
sentiment, whether it is a tender trib- 
ute to the valor of a friend, living or 
dead, or a retrospective narrative of 
his own early school days, the poet’s 
facile and graphic pen strikes a fine 
chord. Mr. Hargadon is a born poet, 
full of love, piety, patriotism, faith 
and sympathy, and his poems abound 
with freshness and sunshine. The 
language and the metre used are so 
simple and easy in flow that-even a 
schoolboy could follow them with 
pleasure and enjoyment. 

The poet pays a handsome tribute 
to one of his friends, who was killed 
in France: 

The oak that is strongest may fall in 
the blast, 

But a forest wil grow from the seeds 
that it cast; 

Thus each drop from the breast of 
this flower of our race 

Will spring up a soldier to stand in 
his place, 


The natural course of passing away 
from this world is thus described in 
“Going Away.” 

Yet those we leave shall go away; 

And those they leave shall go; 

All to the great Eternity 

We follow in a row. 


Troubles, worries and disappoint- 


‘ments are the natural shares of hu- 


man beings, and the poet offers a lit- 
tle consolation in his poem; “Broken 
Buds,” in these words: 


Perhaps the flowers of heaven are lit- 
tle flowers 

That here at birth were broken on the 
ground; 

Perhaps the hours 
happy hours 

That here we often sought, but never 
found, 


We have nothing but praise for this 
beautiful book which ts extremely wel! 
got out on thick paper and in clear 
bold print, and has a large number of 
glorious reproductions of several 
photographs of persons and of Irish 
and Canadian scenery. It would 
make an excellent gift. !

It has been in use for 
the last eight years in connection with 
land wire telegraphy. But this is the 
first time it has been applied to wire- 
less.

The new system, it is said, will ell- 
minate much of the chance of error in 
transmitting and receiving that is | 
now experienced in the telephone and 
telegraph devices. Accuracy is the 
chief advantage of the teletype. 
Speed is next. 


A Wireless Record 


White Star Liner Majestic Sent. 100 
Words a Minute 

Radio messages’ were sent by auto- 
matic machinery at a rate of between 
80 and 100 words a minute by the 
White Star liner Majestic to the sta- 
tion of the Radio Corporation of Am- 
erica at Chatham, Mass. 

This rate is about four times as 
fast as ordinary operators can send 
and receive it, while the greatest 
Speed made by the most expert 
senders is only a little over 40 words 
& minute. 

The speed is nearly as fast as that 
at which messages can be sent by 
wire, and may open a vast new field 
for usefulness.

Strange Happenings Near Naples 


Thousands of Lake Fish Poisoned By 
Voicanic Gasee 

A strange thing has just happened 
near Naples. Thousands of fish sud 
denly appeared on the surface of Lake 
Lubrino, twisting and turning about 
in violent agitation, Then, gradually 
thelr movements ceased and they 
floated dead on the water 

Thevonly explanation that can be 
offered for this strange happening is 
that poisonous gases must have invad- 
ed the water through vents tn the 
volcanic bed of the lake, and that the 
unfortunate fish were gassed, 

The water is to be tested to see if 
it has been poisoned, in which case 
the results will be serious, for there 
are extensive fisheries carried on in 
the lake.

In Winter 


Put the Pullets Into the Winter 
Quarters Early is Advice of 
Expert 

The poultry fanciers, who wish to 
ensure a plentiful supply of eggs from 
their birds during the winter season 
should put the winter-laying puliets 
into the winter quarters early, in or- 
der that they may have time to settic 
down before they commence to lay, 
according to a statement issued by 
George Robertson, Assistant Dominion 
Poultry Husbandman, 

Before putting them in be sure 
that the houses have been thoroughly 
cleansed and disinfected and that all 
necessary repairs have been made to 
the roof, side walls and windows, As 
the birds have been accustomed to 
open air conditions, it is essential 
that proper ventilation be given. it 
is also important that the supply of 
green feed should be in no way re- 
stricted; green feed is of great import- 
ance at any time of the year, but dur- 
ing the winter months it is absolutely 
necesasry. The birds have just come 
in from the range where the supply of 
green feed has been plentiful and var- 
ied, and an endeavor should be made 
to give them a variety of feed, such 
as chopped clover, sprouted oats, man- 
gels or other forms of succulent fee. 

Grain should not be fed too heaviiy 
at the start, and the pullets should be 
made to scratch for the grain feed 
given them, as the exercise is neces- 
sary to good health. They show! be 
watched closely, and if any signs of 
Sluggishness are seem a little Epsom 
salts should be given, either in the 
drinking water or in the wet mash. 

If the chickens have been hen- 
hatched it will be absolutely necessary 
to treat them for lice, in fact it is ud- 
visable to do this whether they are 
hen-hatched or not. 

As soon as the birds have quieted 
down and become accustomed to 
their new quarters, the regular rou- 
tine of winter feeding should be 
commenced. Each individual feeder 
has his own ideas as to the best meth- 
ods of feeding, but the following sys- 
tem is recommended: In the morning 
a light feed of scratch grain scattered 
in the litter may be given, fresh water 
is also giveu at this time, and, where 
possible, milk. 

At noon a light moist hash of table 
scraps, dried off with the dry mash 
mixture, or the dry mash mixture, 
moistened with milk, may be given: 
this is also a good time to give the 
green feed. The more green feed 
the birds can be induced to eat the 
better, so that if a variety can be given 
it is advisable to do s0._ ‘In the even- 
ing a full feed is scattered in the iit- 
ter early enough so that birds may get 
a full feed before roosting time. In 
addition to this a hopper of dry mash 
should be kept before the birds at all 


times, Grit, shell, charcoal and beet 
scraps should be constantly before 
them. 


If the flock begins to eat eggs or 
feather-pulling, the fault usualy 
lies more with the feeder than with 
the flock, It is much easier to pre- 
vent these troubles by careful feed- 
ing than to cure them after they 
have started. Pullets from egg-lay- 
ing strains, early hatched, comfort- 
ably housed and properly fed, will pay 
for the trouble of giving them the 
extra attention. 


The Cause of Hail Storms 


Balls of Ice That Drop From the Sky 
In Hot Weather 


Hailstones as every one knows occur 
most often in summer. One inight 
expect that these balls of ice would 
fall from the sky on the cold days of 
winter, but it is the heat of sunimer 
that gives rise to them, for they can 
be formed only in thundery weather. 
When there is thunder about there are 
always very strong upward draughts 
of air. As raindrops begin to fall 
they are caught by these currents and 
carried to great heights, where they 
freeze solid. {f they now fall to 
earth they arrive in the form of the 
small hailstones that are usually seen. 
Sometimes, however, after faNing 
through the clouds and receiving a 
coating of moistare, they are carried 
up again by other currents. The 
moisture freezes upon them. inecreas- 
ing their size, ‘The process may go 
on for some time, In which case the 
halistone receives coating after cout- 
ing of ice until it becomes as large us 
a marble or even an egg. Then it 
falls with millions of others, destroy- 
ing crops, tearing fruit off the trees, 
and even killing cattle in the fields.
